UICK THINKING SAVES A LIFE 


A few months ago, Suzanne 
McIntyre, the wife of Albert 
McIntyre, Engineering, saved the 
life of a young boy who was trap- 
pedin'a Cave-in*in Central islip. 


A group of boys were playing in a 
pit when the sand caved in, com- 
pletely covering one of the young- 
sters. Delores McIntyre, 11, was 
roller skating nearby when she 
heard the screams for help. She 
raced to her home, and told her 
mother to call the police. 


Mrs. McIntyre, who is a private 
duty nurse, was still in her uni- 
form from a night's work when she 
ran to help. She arrived at the 
scene and upon seeing that the 
boy's face was purple, immediately 
began to give him mouth to mouth 
resuscitation. The boy responded 
at first, but then stopped breath- 
ing again. Suzanne continued to 
administer mouth to mouth resusci- 
tation until the police arrived 
with the oxygen. 


During the race to Southside Hospi- 
tal, Mrs. McIntyre held the oxygen 
mask to the boy's face. By the 
time they arrived at the hospital, 
he was breathing on his own.

TUITION REFUND POLICY 


For sometime employees have expressed their concern about the withhold- 
ing of taxes from tuition payments. This practice, as you know, was 
adopted upon advice from legal counsel based on the context of our 
policy. 


In an effort to resolve your concerns, we conducted a survey of tui- 
tion refund plans in other hospitals. By making some revisions in our 
own policy, it is now possible not to withhold taxes when courses will 
improve your skills on the job, are required by licensure, or are re- 
quired by the Hospital as a condition of your retention as an employee. 
Courses required for a degree in one of the health care disciplines will 
continue to be subject to taxation in accordance with IRS regulations. 


Based on the survey results, further revisions have been made in our 
policy. Employees may be reimbursed for up to six credits per semester 
in tuition fees only, to a maximum of $1200 per year. Full reimbursement 
(100%) will be given to any employee receiving a passing grade. 


Under the revised policy, in order to apply for reimbursement you must 
submit a copy of your bursar's receipt and school catalog within 10 

days of the start of the course. A copy of your transcript or a written 
letter, postcard, etc., from your professor must then be submitted with- 
in 20 days of the completion of the course. 


The new policy, which became effective on December 1, 1974, will apply 
to all applications received after that date. For your further infor- 
mation, a copy of the policy is enclosed in this issue. If you should 
have any questions, please consult your Department Head or Personnel. 
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
